Tu right of Chriſtians to judge for themſelves 
in religious matters, and to worſhip God accord- 
ing to the dictates of their own conſciences, muſt 
de allowed by all enlightened Proteſtants. Some 
Societies among Proteſtant Diſſenters, in the ex- 
erciſe of this invaluable right of private judgment, 
have deviated from their uſual mode of worſhip, 
and introduced ſome printed Devotional Services, 
in which they themſelves may take a vocal part 
with the Miniſter. | | 

Tris has given riſe to the publication of many 
judicious Liturgies for the uſe of ſuch congrega- 
tions. 
Tux compilation contained in this Volume 
was occaſioned by the wiſh of a reſpectable So- 
ciety, to make a trial of this mode of PORE 
worſhip. 

THreir principal reaſons for it are e briefly theſe. 

By the congregation taking a part in the de- 
votional ſervices, the attention of the worſhippers 
is more eaſily kept up, and proper devotional affec- 
tions are more likely to be excited, by a whole 
congregation uniting their voices, in ſome parts 
of the various ſolemn addreſſes to the Divine 
Being.

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In this Dos their devotion is not make to 
depend on the Miniſter's frame of mind, which, 
like that or others, muſt be different at different 
times. RE „ 

By the admiſſion of pre- compoſed printed 
forms, the people have an opportunity of peruſing 
them in private, and by this means of being better 
prepared for uſing them in public. 

To this it may be added, that though Liturgies 
are not expreſsly enjoined in Scripture, yet this 
mode of worſhip was countenanced by the prac- 
tice of Chrift and his apoſtles, who ſtatedly joined 
in the ſervices of the ſynagogue. The form of 
prayer alſo which our blefſed Lord preſcribed to 
his diſciples, was chiefly extracted from the public | 
liturgies then in uſe among the Jews. 

WRERE ſuch a proviſion is made, public wor- 
ſhip may, with more eaſe and propriety, be con- 
ducted by a congregation, in cafe of a Miniſter? $ 
illneſs, or neceſſary abſence. 

Touch for theſe, and other reaſons, they bade 
thought proper to introduce ſome printed devo- 
tional forms, it is not intended that Free Prayer 
ſhould be entirely excluded: The latter is ſtill 
to be continued as part of the Service, whereby 
they hope to enjoy the advantages of both. 

So have objected to the introduction of print- 
edoffices of devotion among Proteftant Diſlenters, 


that 
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chat it is a deviation from the prineiples of 
their predeceſſors. To this it may be anſwered, 


have not Chriſtians of the preſent day as much 


a right to judge and act for themſelves as their 


anceſtors? The objection, however, is found- 
ed in miſtake. The original non- conformiſts in 


theſe kingdoms not only allowed the lawfulneſs of 
praying by form, but even the expediency of it, 
in ſome caſes. 


THE main body of the Diſſenters i in Elan, 
at the reſtoration of Charles II. would have com- 
plied with the uſe of the Liturgy of the eſtabliſhed 
Church (as to the main and general purport of it) 


if ſome points, which appeared to them unſcrip- 
tural, might have been diſpenſed with. 


Ir has alſo been objected, that e con- 
fine the congregations in which they are uſed, to a 
certain ſet of religious ſentiments, and conſe- 
quently have a tendency to impede the progreſs 
of free enquiry. | 

Bor this inconvenience may be prevented, 1 
forming the Devotional Services on the general 


principles of Chriſtianity ; and eſpecially, if there 


be an occaſional review of them, as ſeems very 


Proper, and a ne edition printed, whenever any 


conſiderable number of a Society OG a ns 
for it. 


Ix order to avoid the too frequent return of hs 
ſame forms, this Volume contains TEN DIFFE- 


RENT 
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RENT Sxxvicks, eight of which have been prin- 
cipally compiled from Devotional Offices already 
in uſe among ſome Societies of Proteſtant Diſſen- 
ters; to which are added two Services, chiefly 
ſelected from the Book of Common Prayer. 
As to the poſtures ſuitable to public worſhip, 
the compilers, in the directions they have given, 
wiſh to be underſtood as intending thereby merely 
to expreſs their ſentiments of propriety, and every 
worſhipper is to judge for himſelf, and conform 


to them or not, as may beſt accord with his own 


views of propriety and decency, 
In the compiling theſe Devotional Offices, care 
has been taken to adhere to the plain directions 
contained in the following paſlages of Scripture, 
and many others of like import : 

Thou ſhalt worſhip the Lord thy God, and 
him only ſhalt thou ſerve. Matt. iv. 10. 
| « In that day ye ſhall aſk me nothing (fays 
Chriſt.) Verily, verily I fay unto you, whatſo- 
'ever ye Tous aſk the Father in my name, he will 
give.it you.”

Whatever 
may be their peculiar views of ſome diſputable 
doctrines, may not all unite in worſhiping the 
Father through his Son Jeſus Chriſt? 

THey conſider the good and pious of every de- 
nomination, as brethren of the ſame family, and 
heirs with themſelves to the ſame glorious inheri- 
tance. They earneſtly wiſh and pray, that a 
candid and liberal ſpirit, a zeal founded in know- 
ledge, and regulated by love and charity, may in- 
creaſe among Chriſtians, May it be the deſire of 
all religious profeſſors, whatever are their modes 
of public worſhip, to maintain the unity of the 
Spirit in the bond of peace, and rightcouſneſs of 
life !
